Within 
h\e minutes from the discovery of the bl»« 
the skylights and transoms were breaking 
from tbe heat and dropping out The fl re de- 
partment was ou the scene quickly and be- 
yond a heavy drenching given every portion of 
the building, no special damage occulted to 
the main floor, below the fifth story. 


Tbe Western Union immediately beg-n to 


remove property to the building on the north 
side of Washington street, where the equip- 
ment of the Mutual Union company enabled 
It to continue to handle a portion ot Its busi- 
ness and preparations were at once made to 
nuiove the entire business In that structure 
for the time being.
